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Strike three 


Selectmen deny 
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alcohol at softball

Local builder Jay Tighe delivered 
an update on the Modified Men's 
National Softball Tourney he is 
bringing to Wilmington and 
Tewksbury as well as a pitch to sell 
beer at the events held in 
Wilmington to the board of 
selectmen Monday night, 

For the second (and third) time 
this year, selectmen denied Tighe 
the right to sell alcoholic beverages 
at Wilmington tournament sites 
Town Park, Glen Road, and 
Wilmington High School this 
Labor Day weekend. 

The issue died without a motion 
after staunch opposition was heard 
from Selectman Chester Bruce; 
Selectmen Diane Allan and Gerald 
Duggan also offered negative 
recommendations, 

But a late inning rally in the form 
of the 8:50 p.m. arrival of 
Selectman Robert Cain brought the 
decision to a 3-2 vote, with Cain 
and Chairman Michael McCoy on 
the losing side. After Cain 
motioned for a vote, McCoy 
offered a second and then voted in 
favor, though he at no point spoke 
for or against the temporary liquor 
license. 


Tighe cited the support of Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart which 
stipulated provisions including the 
hiring of at least one detailed 
Wilmington Police Officer per site. 
Other conditions would have 
included only beer being sold, in 
plastic cups with a limit of two at a 
time per customer; no serving of 
intoxicated persons; no other 
alcoholic beverages allowed on the 
premises; and an alcohol 
checkpoint established ‘at each site. 
Beer will be sold during the 
tournament at Tewksbury's 
Livingston Street Park under those 
conditions. 

Tighe also told the board’ of 
selectmen that they would not be 
setting a precedence of allowing 
liquor to be sold on town-owned 
property. The Town Democratic 
Committee used to sell beer at 
picnics held at Town Park many 
years ago. 

But selectmen, led by Bruce, 
were. unwilling to reactivate the 
practice, 

"I feel that this is softball...but I 
don't think that I want to be a part 
of alcohol being sold on town 
property where we're responsible 
for it," Bruce said. 


Thousands of fans & players 
to converge on town

The 1994 Modified Men's Fast 
Pitch National Softball Tournament 
is set to roar into Tewksbury, 
Wilmington and now Lowell this 
Labor Day weekend with between 
170-180 games scheduled. 

The three-day tournament, 
directed by Wilmington developer 
Jay Tighe, has area hotels booked 
up with between 80-90 crown 
questing softball squads qualifying 
for play. 

The teams, coming from as far as 
Los Angeles, include three each 
from Tewksbury and Wilmington. 
The VFW squad, the D.A.V. 
Braves, and Oakdale Liquors will 
represent Tewksbury, while the 
Tighe Club, Jack's, and Wolfe Real 
Estate will play host in 
Wilmington. 

Their competition will include 
the likes of the 18th and Louisville 
squad from Monroe, Georgia; the 
D'Onofrio Brothers from 
Brooklyn, New York; and Waldo's 
Tavern from Scranton, 
Pennsylvania. 

Modified fast pitch softball is 
nine player ball in which the 
pitcher can throw as fast as he 
wants without making a windmill 
rotation with his arm. 


The tournament will be played at 
10 sites scattered throughout 
Wilmington, Tewksbury, and 
Lowell and will attract between 
1,800 and 2,000 players, umpires 
and volunteers, 

Five fields at Tewksbury's 
Livingston Street Park will be 
used; in Wilmington, Town Park 
(Aprile Field), Wilmington High 
School, and two fields at Glen 
Road behind the town hall will be 
played on; and in Lowell, the 
Harry Allen Field near Toni's 
Restaurant on the Pawtucket 
Boulevard will be the site. 

The Lowell City Council recently 
transferred $25,000 for the 
renovation of the field, Tighe said, 
in order to be included in the 
tournament. 

Tighe said games will be played 
at all sites every two hours, with 
no games scheduled after 10:00 
p.m. His only concern now is with 
the weather - should it rain, Tighe 
warmed that games may have to be 
played around the clock. If that is 
the case, residents of the Saunders 
Circle elderly housing develop- 
ment, which abuts Livingston 
Street Park, have already consented 
to such an arrangement.

Duggan reported that "nobody 
thought it was a good idea [to sell 
alcohol] at all," including many 
men aged between 20 and 40 years 
old. 

Tighe argued that alcohol 
consumption occurs - whether 
authorized or not - at such events 
and a license presented a way to 
control drinking. 

"It goes on and what we're trying 
to do is make it legitimate with a 
police officer in a controlled area," 
Tighe said, remarking after the 
meeting that softball is associated 
with beer drinking. 

But beer swilling softball players 
and patrons is not the image at least 
Allan, Bruce, Duggan wish to 
foster or sanction in the Town of 
Wilmington. 

"I just don't think we want to see 
people with beers in their hands 
leaning over fences," Allan said.

satisfaction of saying it, and trust 
that you take it with a sense of 
humor, forget it, and not rock any 
boats," the letter, referred to by 
Caira-as "clever" concludes.

"It 
would seem to me," the letter 
continues, "the simplest solution to 
the problem would be to accept 
reality and leave the numbers as 
they are and send [mail] to the real 
addresses as they have been, and 
remained for many years."

‘ If chemical solvents were found in your yard, right underfoot, what would 
‘you. do? You'd howl, long and hard. 

Andifmembers of your family were falling ill and dying, and even your pets 
rwere dying, what would you do? You’ 'd roll up your sleeves and fight. 
| Judy Fittery and her mother, Rose Tracey, have been doing just that for 
! years. The chemical smell at their home on Bemis Circle is awful. Chemicals 
‘have been found on theirland, and diseases have been claiming family and pets. 
; The source is blatant. The now-closed Rocco dump looms over their 
{neighborhood. Mounds of buried trash, and God knows what else, dominate the 
tskyline. There”: 's nc telling what was buried on the property over the years, but 
there is evidence that chemicals are seeping into the area. The contamination 
‘must be coming from somewhere, and the dump is the only likely source, 

Simply put — There's the problem, people are dying, so fix it! 

But nothing has been done, after years of effort. Frustration is too gentle a 
iword. 
| Fiutery has been a ceaseless activist for the landfill problem, but nothing 
{substantial has been done. She’ 's been called “a pain in the ass” by some, which 
fisa sobriquet she can wear with pride. Would you give up, if you were in her 
‘place? Hardly. 

} The town last year conducted an informal health study of some 300 homes 
{near the former landfill. While the results have been inconclusive by some 
‘accounts, and damning by others, nothing has officially been done yet. Perhaps 
‘amore detailed survey of health problems will bring action, but so farno agency 
‘has been willing to step forward and grab the banner, or the cost. 

: A parade of state and local officials have visited Bemis Circle, from 
‘Tewksbury selectmen to U.S. Senator Edward Kennedy, but still no action. An 
{alphabet soup of DEP, EPA, ATSDR, DPH and other state and federal agencies 
‘have at least heard about the situation, but still the problem exists, The visits 
raise hopes, then the lack of action brings frustration. Again and again. 

The town, for the most part, is handcuffed. If the town assumes ownership 
bf the dump by taking the property for unpaid taxes, the town will be 
‘responsible for cleaning and capping the site. The cost of such a project would 
{be crippling, and the town has no desire to assume such a burden. State Rep. 
Jim Miceli said the Legislature will consider a bill to absolve towns from the 
Niability of taking over such nightmares, but no such law has yet passed. 

t A$30,000 engineering study of the former dump will be done soon, paid for 
iby the town. The engineering data will provide the basis for a proposed future 
jcapping of the dump. Clay from the Third Harbor Tunnel projectin Boston will 
tbe hauled up to Tewksbury, if all goes well, and a temporary off-ramp from I- 
193 is proposed to haul the clay to thesite, rather than see a stream of heavy trucks 
‘barrelling down twisty and narrow South Street. 

| Capping will not remove the problem, however. Capping the mounds with 
clay will keep rainwater from percolating through the mess and carrying more 
‘of the contaminants into the area, but it won’t make the toxic materials now in 
ground go away. 

Still, a partial victory is better than none. 

Keep up the fight, Rose and Judy. Stay the course.

World War II “Liberty” ship is to visit Portland, Maine, The purpose is to allow 
the present generation to view a sample of the cargo and troop ships of World 
War Il. 

This writer commanded four Liberties in World War II. He carried muni- 
tions to Africa. He carried a cargo of war time supplies to the Persian Gulf, 
17,900 miles, for across land delivery to Russia. He commanded a troop ship 
which delivered some thousands of American soldiers to the Mediterranean 
Sea and many more thousands of French Colonials in the Mediterranean. 

He did not participate in the D-Day invasion in Normandy, but did take part 
in several others, all in the Mediterranean. 

‘The Jeremiah O'Brien is in Portland, Maine. She was built in South Portland 
and has hull number 230. She is the only Liberty Ship still in existence which 
has not been altered from the original design. 

She'll be open to the public until Sunday, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Admission 
is only $3.00 for the tour and only $1.00 for children. 

Take Rt 95 north to the Maine Turnpike and get off at Exit 6A to Rt 295. 
Follow that to exit 7 and get off onto Rt 1A. Follow that to the waterfront, the 
Maine State Pier. It's a two hour trip from Wilmington. 


School bus 
transportation woes

The Wilmington School Committee last week decided on a “new” mini- 
mum distances for school pupils who ride town school buses to school The 
distances at which the school committee arrived were those set by the school 
committee back about 1924,and which wereestablished after a period of what 
may be termed “political warfare. 

That “warfare” started in the Silver Lake area, thanks in part to an 
organization known as the “Silver Lake Betterment.” 

As aresult of the school committee vote any intermediate or elementary 
student in the Wilmington schools, living within a mile and a half from school 
must walk. No longer will there be a free ride. For high school pupils the 
distance will be two miles. 

Itis possible there will again be “political” warfare, as a resultof that vote. 
But the school committee was repeating the vote of about 70 years ago. 
Several items might be mentioned. 

Many present high school students now drive to school. That number will 
surely increase. Families with two working parents will find it more conve- 
nient to allow their student to drive than to provide the transportation before 
the daily commute to the city. Given the crowded parking conditions this 
could be a problem. 

The school committee has petitioned the selectmen to close Grove and 


Lake Streets during student walk times because of a lack of sidewalks. This" 


will surely be a very un-popular move. 

Then one must consider the liability for one accident. The town of 
Wilmington is “self insured” to a limit in the millions. One accident will wipe 
out the $23,000 savings in the blink of an eye. 

This problem needs more study. A lot more study.

‘Tighe Club, Nationals looking to 
- grab attention at Tournament

Softball, with its estimated 40 
million participants, reigns as the 
number one team participation 
sport in America, And on this 
Labor Day weekend, big-time 
softball will finally come to 
Wilmington. This of course, is the 
Mens Major Modified Fast Pitch 
National Softball Tournament. 
Over the span of four days (from 
September 1-5) over 90 teams from 
all across the country will take part 
in this double elimination World 
Series of amateur softball. It is 
expected that over 10,000 people 
will be on hand to watch over 170 
games being played on nine fields 
(four in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury and one in Lowell).

This was all because of 
Wilmington builder/developer Jay 
Tighe, who as tournament director 
has brought the activity to the area. 
"Massachusetts has never had a 
National Tournament and New 
England hasn't had one in over 30 


years," Tighe said. "It's a great 
opportunity for this state and 
region. 


Tighe is currently the co-sponsor 
of the C and W Tighe Club of 
Wilmington (Carol and Walter 
Patterson represent the C and W 
side). Just last year in Decatur, 
Georgia, Tighe witnessed his team 
finish second in the Nationals, 
losing to. Craftech/CBS, of 


Seacaucus, New Jersey by a score of 
del. 

Before that, Tighe also enjoyed 
watching his team take home a

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National title in 1984, as well as 
another second place finish in 1985. 
In 1988 and 1989 he witnessed his 
team take fifth place. His team is 
one of the 22 Massachusetts teams 
who will play in the tournament.

record of 780-236, which includes a 
35-9 record so far this year. 

Their best season came in 1984 
when they brought home the 
winning title. Overall in the league 
they were 26-2 that season, while 
posting a 52-5 record in tournament 
play which brought their mark to an 
unbelievable 78-7. 

Other favorable seasons for the 
club came in 1988 and 1989 when 
they pulled off records of 62-11 and 
64-12, respectively. In the 1987 
season, they registered their most 
ever wins in a single season with a 
79-16 record. 

During those seasons, Tighe Club 
has had many great players, 
including a few locals. Artie

Hoppe has been entertaining for 
well over 12 years, He dazzles kids 
with his blazing fast ball pitches 
from between his legs, and he puts 
on a fantastic show for everyone. 
The fun is still not done. Tighe and 
his staff have been extremely busy. 
Not only have they upgraded fields 
with new backstops and electrical 
facilities, they also have provided 


face painters and clowns for kids as 
well as banquets, bands and other 
hospitality events for the weekend. 

Now the days can be counted down. 
Two years ago, Tighe went to Palm 
Springs, California, where he put 
on a humorous presentation in 
which they voted 200-46 in favor of 
having the tournament here in 
Wilmington/Tewksbury over the 
Miami/Hialeah, Florida area. 

At that time, Tighe was really 
hoping for the chance to have the 
Nationals here. He was granted his 
wish, With the sport constantly 
growing, who knows if Massa- 
chusetts or New England will ever 
get a chance to show off this kind of 
softball again.

front angle crashes involving cars equipped with 


air bags. Even though air bags are designed for 
protection of front end crasbes, they yielded a 16 
percent reduction in fatalities in crashes of all 
kinds.

Wind shear and

Not too long ago we discussed the 
wonders of lightning, a brilliant but 
dangerous summer phenomenon. 

Ah, but there are other monsters 
in the clouds! New England gets its 
share of severe weather, and it pays 
to know what is happening above. 

No matter what the forecast, any 
storm can be more severe than the 
forecaster says it will be. Take, for 
example, that recent storm in New 
Hampshire, up in the lakes region,

It's a cool summer's night at 
Boston's Faneuil Hall and the sounds

Kausing komotion... 


Wilmington: Grainne (pronounced 
Grahn-ya), Daniel, and Patrick 
Murphy, who live on Congress 
Street. 

Grainne, 16, plays fiddle, and 
Patrick and Daniel, 12-year-old 
twins, play tin whistle and bodhran - 
a hand-held drum pronounced 
(bow-run) - respectively. Daniel 
also plays the wooden flute, while 
Patrick will often accompany his 
siblings playing with Irish step 
dancing, 

"Sometimes you get a pretty good 
crowd," Grainne said of Faneuil 
Hall. "They get into it.” 

"Getting into it" means clapping, 
foot stomping, and of course, 
placing bills and change into 
Grainne's fiddle case. 

The kids are all accomplished 
musicians and together have one 
several awards at the New York 
Fleadh Cheoil, an annual contest 
featuring the best traditional Irish 
music in North America. 

Daniel, in his age group, has won 
the bodhran competition there the 
last four years in a row, while 
placing second in the wooden flute 
competition the last two. At this 
year’s Fleadh Cheoil, he also took 
first in the tin whistle slow airs 
competition, first in the wooden 
flute slow airs, first in duets with 
Patrick playing whistle to his flute, 
and first place in lilting. 

Lilting, which Daniel's brother 
and sister say is only for the best 
musicians, is Irish rhythm making 
with the mouth - done when 
musicians couldn't afford 
instruments. Daniel declined, 
despite the prodding of Grainne and 
Patrick, to demonstrate his 
award-winning lilting technique. 

Though they don't lilt, Grainne 
and Patrick are no slouches at their 
respective instruments, either. 

Patrick has taken third and most 
recently second place for the tin 


for their Boston street performing 
Sigs. ; 

Two summers ago, Grainne 
placed third in the fiddle 
competition in Ireland, a 
remarkable feat for the Fleadh 
Cheoil competed in by musicians 
from around the world but usually 
dominated by Irish natives. 

But even there, the Keltic Kids 
have some advantage, as the three 
are Irish as well as American 
citizens. 

In the New World, their career as 
Irish folk performers is flourishing. 
In addition to their Faneuil Hall 
dates, the trio will be performing in 
several New England folk festivals, 

They have also been videotaped 
for two documentaries focusing on 
Irish music and attractions in and 
around Boston and have recently 
been awarded a grant from the 
Lowell Arts Council for production 
of their first audio tape (and 
possibly CD). 

The recording will feature 
Grainne on the fiddle, Patrick on 
the whistle, and Daniel on the 
bodhran and flute. The kids are also 
thinking of bringing in a dulcimer 
player and possibly a pianist. The 
sessions, to be recorded in Concord, 
Mass., will produce a variety of 
material the Keltic Kids hope to 
have ready by Christmas. 

But they're not just musicians. 
Talented youngsters Daniel and 
Patrick, when they're not studying 
at the Pike School in Andover, play 
soccer and take karate. 

Grainne, a junior-to-be at 
Andover's Phillips Academy is 
available for violin lessons at her 
parents’ Wilmington home. 

The sophisticated 16-year-old is 
classically trained, but prefers 
traditional Irish folk music because, 
she says, "it is freer, you can have 
your own style; you can put your 
own accents into it." 

The Keltic Kids are available to 
perform for all occasions, and have 
done so for birthday parties, 
retirement homes, and public 
schools. Interested parties should 
call Dan Murphy at 657-5486. 

Or, if you're going to be at 
Faneuil Hall, look for Wilmington's 
Keltic Kids playing across from Red 
Auerbach. They'll be there Sunday, 
August 14 from 5 to 7; Thursday, 
August 18 from 7 to 9; Sunday, 
August 21 from 7 to 9; and 
Saturday, August 27 from 5 to 7.

McDonald's Reading 


New playgound has town in a tizzy 


Does the brand new play- 
ground in front of the 
McDonald's restaurant on Main 
Street in Reading deserve a 
break today? Some say yes, oth- 
ers no, Welcome to the Great 
Playground Debate. 

ie Though playgrounds are syn- 
‘onymous with fun, this debate is 
‘ Sho laughing matter for members 
‘of the Reading community and 
* McDonald's of Reading. And 
*-were it not for other building 
\ alterations at the restaurant, the 
* playground would not even be 
« embroiled in current legal dis- 
‘ cussions between town officials 
* and McDonald's. 
; _ Some residents .have deemed 
the playground - in politically 
» correct terms - "aesthetically 
challenged" (see accompanying 
photo, taken Sunday, August 7, 
to make your own decision). 
Town Planner Jonathan 
Edwards visited the restaurant 
to see for himself after receiving 
many complaints. 

At the restaurant, Edwards 
noticed the construction of a 
hine-foot extension at the front 
of the building. He did not recall 
seeing a site plan review appli- 
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cation for the overall plans and 
decided to investigate further. 

In addition to the nine-foot 
‘extension and the playground 
alterations, the bathrooms were 
being renovated for handicap 
accessibility. Since the total 
"alterations and’ expansion” 
were in excess of 300 square- 
feet, the plans should have been 
subject to a site plan review by 
the town's Community Planning 
and Development Commission 
(CPDC). 

"They're claiming they're not 
subject to site plan review and 
were claiming that they are, but 
it's the decision of the CPDC," 
Edwards said. 

A site plan review was never 
conducted, so, on Tuesday, 
August 2, Building Inspector 
Glen Redmond issued a "stop- 
work" order. Back on December 
16, 1993, the town's previous 
building inspector had issued a 
building permit for the frontal 
extension and the bathroom ren- 
ovations. A second building per- 
mit was issued in early January 
for the playground alterations. 
In total, the changes were in 
excess of 300 square-feet. 

"A site plan review should 
have been required back in

December," Edwards said, 
adding that the initial building 
permits should not have been 
issued without the review, He 
also said McDonald's should 
have submitted a site plan 
review application back in 
December. 

"That was (the franchise 
owner's) legal obligation to do 
that," Edwards said. "If you are 
engaging in a business involving 
real estate, you're required to 
know the law." 

Edwards, Redmond and 
Reading's town counsel, Ted 
Cohen, have agreed that the site 
plan review is necessary. In 
response to their decisions and 
the "stop-work" order, 
McDonald's has applied for both 
a site plan review exemption 
and a site plan review waiver. 
The issue goes before the CPDC 
on August 22 at 9:30 p.m. 

The CPDC's options are: 
approve the site plan review 
exemption or waiver and allow 
construction to resume; approve 
a waiver with conditions; or 
refuse the waiver and call for a 
full review.

Reading water department 
officials report that thanks to 
cooperation on the part of citi- 
zens - and daily patrols by 
police and the officials them- 


selves - compliance with the 
town’s outdoor water use restric- 
tions is improving. 


In June and July, the water 
treatment plant was working 
full-time in an effort to keep up 
with an average 2.5 million gal- 
lons of water per day. Ideally, 
officials feel that overall usage 
should not exceed two million 
gallons per day. 

According to DPW Director 
Ted McIntire, most people are 
complying with the restrictions, 
which include a Sunday ban on 
outdoor water use. 

According to Water Plant 
Supervisor Peter Tassi in the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle,” this situation 
benefits everyone: less usage 
means savings in water bills, 
safe levels of town water for 
emergencies and less wear and 
tear on the water plant equip- 
ment which is not designed to 
run constantly at peak capacity. 

Five of Reading’s nine wells 
have been closed since a tanker 
gas spill on Rte. 93 almost two 
years ‘ago and although

Here’s how it works: You sign a trust agreement authorizing a 
trustee to purchase or hold life insurance on your life. The trust 
instrument makes it clear that you don’t have any control over the 
policy. You can’t borrow from the policy, change the beneficiaries, 
or instruct the trustee to use the life insurance to pay estate taxes.

Galluzzi and MacDonnell 
attributed this tremendous 
growth to three very important 
factors.

“We have 
increased our staff in all depart- 
ments to meet the growing num- 
ber of patients and their needs, 
in fact, in 1993 we went from 100 
to 170 employees. We also went 
through Blue Cross and 
Medicare certification with our 
Hospice program, which can 
now offer patients payment for 
crucial medical equipment such 
as walkers, as as medicines, 
thus saving their famtilies addi- 
tional costs.Jn addition the 
Psychiatric Nursing Department 
developed a Geriatric Psychia- 
tric Counseling Program.”
